would be on the basis of cost to them. 
Thev stated that they were entirely 
willing to make this contract for n 
period" of three venrs, although then 
intention would be that it could ex- 
tend indefinitely beyond this time. 

It was further stated that as a iiusi 
ileus proposition this group of citizens 
felt that the overhead on a high school 
accommodating approximately five hun- 
dred students would he considerably 
less per capita than the overhead on 
a high schooil equipped for a population 
of approximately one hundred. It was 
of course lealized that the high school 
population of Narherth is liable to in- 
crease, vet this increase will probably 
he more' than offset due to the fact that 
the Catholic Church is establishing a 
parochial school in Narherth. If the 
Narherth School Board would accede 
to the suggestions this group of citizens 
would stand ready to pledge them 
selves to the support of a reduced bond 
issue which might be proposed as a 
result of such n Hurvey as a pedagogi 
eal expert would make, such bond issue 
to he put to the citizens at a special 
election to he held as soon as possible 
after the results of the survey are made 
known. 

Mr. McCnrter said that the School 
Board did not believe it would pay to 
wreck the High School on a three yenr 
contract. He thought there was dan- 
ger of complications arisine which at 
the end of that period would make it 
impossible for the contract to be re- 
newed, and then Narherth would find 
itself in the situation of having no 
High School nt all. hut with a lar<re 
high school population lo provide for. 
While it was true that the High School 
this year was only ahout one hundred 
pupil's, there is npt to be n large in- 
crease in the next few years, as the 
lower grades in the Grade School ire 
very niuch larger than the upper grades. 
The Board has given very freely of 
its time in doing the very "best that 
it believed was possible for the child- 
ren of Narberth, and the Ibolid issue 
would add only four mil's more to 
the local schooi tax. ond the expense 
of educating Our children wns n thing 
not to be looked upon a* n mere matter 
of dollars and cents. And local pride 
demanded that we maintain our own 
school.

The tendency of the times is to have 
fewer 1 school districts. niul[ all over 
the country the central schools are ah- 
jsurljiug the .smaller district units, the 
juotor bus being a- large factor in this 
consolidation, and which would be avail 
able for Narherth students, provided it 
was arranged for them to attend the 
Lower Morion High School. 

Mr. Burns did not think that Micro 
would be any trouble ahout the Lower 
Meiion school authorities making a 
long time contract if they were asked 
to "absorb the Nai.berth High School, 
when they met with the arherth group 
thev did iiot know at that time whether 
tlie'v could legally make a contract for 
a longer time than three years, hut it 
was the spirit and sense of these mem 
hers of the Board that the arrange 
meat would be continuous. Mr. Burns 
ipiotnl Dr. Leroy A. King, who was 
pnsent at that meeting, as stating later 
that he had investigated this phase of 
the question, ami believed that it would 
be legally possible for a long term con 
tract to he made. 

The Narherth group was shown 
through the Lower Morion High School 
plant, and also the plans for the new 
building now in process for eonstiue 
t ion. It was stated by one of the Low 
er Merion Board that the Physical 
Science laboratory would not have to 
tale a back seat even for that of^ the 
liiiversity of Pennsylvania. Their
